It also would 
necessitate relocation of Kings- 
highway to carry it through in- 
stead of around the park. | 

Myer Ableman, Highway De- 
partment engineer for the St. 
Louis area, said the revision of 
plans for widening the overbur- 
dened highway has been given 
preliminary approval by local 
representatives of the federal 
Bureau of Public Roads. Final 
approval has yet to be obtained, 
however. | 

Widening the highway to eight 
lanes would chop a 76-foot-wide 
strip out of Forest Park be-| 
tween Tamm and Hampton ave- | 
nues, instead of the 64 feet that 
would be taken by a six-lane 
roadway. 

For the stretch from Hamp- 
ton to Kingshighway, 71 feet 
would be taken from the park 
instead of 43 feet. 
_ Construction of a large clover- | 
leaf system of turnoffs at Kings- | 
highway is part of the plan. At 
present, Kingshighway, in skirt- 
ing Barnes Hospital, forces traf- | 
fic to make two 90-degree turns. 

It is planned to eliminate the |

Ableman said.

In the Shadows 


One aspect of disarmament that seems to us 
to have received too little attention in a world 
preoccupied with nuclear weapons is the need 
to include chemical and biological warfare in 
any broad arms control agreement. Discus- 
sion of BW-CW has never been general in this 
country. There is a fear of domestic revul- 
sion and a belief the Communists would find 
propaganda value in a public controversy over 
the subject... It. is recalled the Communists 
falsely charved the United States with em- 
ploying germ warfare in Korea. Frightful 
weapons in the BW-CW category are being de- 
veloped. and stockpiled in the Communist 
world and in the United States, however, and: 
the public should .be informed about the is- 
sues this raises, ays 

The American Chemical Society is to be 
commended for its recent report, which 4as- 
serts,“The lack of knowledge by citizens of 
the real threat of BW. . . is nearly total be- 
cause of security regulations apparently set at 
the very highest levels of Government.” The 
report adds that the society’s special commit- 
tee “feels handicapped because it cannot use 
much of the information that has been re- 
vealed to it on a.highly classified security 
basis; only occasionally is pertinent informa- 
tion relative to the magnitude of the BW or 
CW threat released, and this is in a very 
piecemeal fashion.” The committee praised 
the BW-CW program of the Office of Civil 
and Defense Mobilization and recommended 
additional research for defense purposes, 

. . * 


The Army Chemical Corps has been com- 
plaining that it needs more money for BW-CW 
research and development, something on the 
order of three times the 43 million dollars 
Congress allowed for the current fiscal year. 

Funds are said to be lacking particularly 
for research on the amazing new non-lethal 
gases referred to as psychochemicals. These 
cause physical or mental disability for periods 
of one to two days. Apologists for BW-CW 
have cited these agents as possibly leading to 
a more humane type of warfare, in which the 
enemy swould be made incapable of action 
for a time without death or permanent injury. 
We think it just as likely, if not more so, that 
the deadly nerve gases, now in arsenals on 
both sides of the Iron Curtain, would be em- 
ployed. These cannot be seen or smelled. 
They destroy the connections between nerves 
and muscles, bringing death in a few seconds, 
or, at most, in 10 or 15 minutes. Biological 
weapons also are invisible; they spread dis- 
ease like the plagues of old.

BW-CW weapons can be made cheaply and 
in relative secrecy. They can be delivered 
in bombs, missiles or shells, or carried by 
saboteurs. In many cases facilities to protect 
the public from nuclear weapons would prove 
death traps if chemicals or bacteriological 
agents were employed. Effectiveness of the 
weapons in attaining military objectives is not 
certain, however, because. of the influence 
of the weather and the possibility of risk for 
friendly as-well as enemy forces. 

Premier Khrushchev, in his Sept. 18 United 
Nations address, included BW-CW weapons 
in .his. disarmament. proposals. Mr. Eisen: 
hower has said nuclear warfare should not 
be considered alone, that disarmament must 
be dealt with “pretty much across the board.” 

Mr. Eisenhower is right, of course. It would 
be senseless to outlaw one weapon and leave 
the field to another. Nor would it be wise 
needlessly to complicate current negotiations 
on nuclear test suspension by broadening the 
issues too much. Any limited agreement 
would be a start. But the public should real- 
ize that outlawing the H-bomb is not the 
whole answer: in the shadows there is an- 
other and even more terrible weapon. 


Congresswoman Church Declines 


Congresswoman Marguerite Stitt Church 
has decided not to accept the invitation of 
the leaders of her party to be the Republican 
candidate for United States Senator from 
Illinois next year. She will seek a sixth term 
in the House of Representatives instead. 

Mrs. Church’s decision is entirely under- 
standable. She, as her late husband before 
her, has had no difficulty in keeping herself 
in her seat from the Thirteenth Illinois dis- 
trict which includes Evanston and much of 
suburban Cook county. Presumably she is 
confident of re-election. 

Were she to be nominated for the Senate, 
it would be her task to try to unseat Senator 
Paul H. Douglas whose second six-year term 
expires in 1961. That clearly would have been 
a much less promising prospect. Senator 
Douglas has enjoyed not only Democratic and 
much independent support, but the backing 
of not a few free-wheeling Republicans. Con-

Get;the Stock Jugglers 


Seldom in the SEC’s quarter century of 
minding the stoek market’s manners has the 
securities trade been so plagued by specula- 
tion, boiler rooms, “hot stocks” and price 
manipulations. 


This is a representative quotation from a 
statement by the Securities and Exchange 
Commission. The SEC, which recently passed 
its twenty-fifth birthday and is a firmly 
established institution in our financial world, 
is doing more than issuing warning state- 
ments. It has had a team of investigators at 
work getting the facts on illegal activities 
by some stoek brokers. Once all the facts 
are in, the SEC expects to take legal action. 

As everyone knows, the stock market aver- 
ages are very high. But it is not the blue 
chips of American business, or for that mat- 
ter, the lower priced shares of established 
companies that are causing the trouble. It is 
the host of quick-money promotions that have 
been trumped up to get the savings of first- 
time stock market investors. 

Because stocks in the fields of electronics 
and missiles are ‘particularly attractive to the 
newcomers who hope to reap a quick increase, 
stock promotions have mushroomed in these 
and related aspects of defense industries. 

One new-virtually unknown oil company, so 
the SEC reports as.dn example, issued 2,000,- 
000 shares at 25 cents a share for a total

‘A Look Toward 1973 


A preliminary report for the Committee on 
Higher Educational Needs of Metropolitan St. 
Louis offers no conclusions. Yet its statistics 
alone show that this area is thoroughly un- 
prepared for the deluge of young people who 
will demand post-high school training in the 
next decade. 

Compiled by Edward B. Shils of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, this exhaustive re- 
port shows that residents of college age will 
increase 94 per cent by 1973. The present 
total of 26,000 persons in this age bracket will 
be doubled. But an expanding economy de- 
mands more trained men and women, so the 
demand on universities, colleges, junior col- 
leges and technical schools will grow by 157 
to 218 per cent. 

Dr. Shils’s findings are in line with studies 
of Missouri higher education generally. All 
Missouri colleges can expect enrollments to 
increase by 37 per cent in the next four years, 
and by 158 to 213 per cent in the next four- 
teen. And for financial and other reasons, 
private institutions cannot expand according- 
ly. The present ratio of college enrollments 
between private and public institutions is 45- 
55; by 1973 it will be 30-70. 

These figures at least indicate what the 
future needs will be. Universities may ex- 
pand and raise entrance requirements, but 
there still will be a huge demand for new 
junior college and technical training facilities 
for those who do not go on with higher edu- 
cation, but do go on beyond high school. And 
the burden of responsibility for training these 
young people will fall increasingly on public 
institutions—in short, on the public. For the 
St. Louis area, before this looming problem 
can be solved, the first task is to become 
aware of it.

Detecting Lung Cancer 


A READER challenges my statement that ‘X-rays are 
the best means of detecting lung cancer.” He writes: 

“A prominent TV star recently submitted to ‘exploratory 
surgery’ and was then found to be afflicted with lung 
cancer. “The wife of a prominent politician also recently 
submitted to ‘exploratory surgery’ and was found to be 
NOT afflicted. 

“Faced with these facts, how can I accept your state- 
ment that X-rays are the best means of detection?—H.C.”’ 

As I've said before, I don’t pretend to know all the 
answers, but I do go to considerable pains not to distribute 
false information. It is my belief that physicians generally 
will accept the statement that “X-rays are the best means 
of detecting lung cancer.” 

What happened to the persons H.C. has mentioned does not 
alter the correctness of my statement. Unless you want to 
quibble over words, I think you'll have to agree that “‘detect- 
ing” and “diagnosing” are different. Take the word ‘“‘detec- 
tive’’ as used in police work. A detective detects all the facts 
he can. He takes a suspected criminal to court. But he 
doesn’t convict the prispner. That is up to the jury. 

. 
Detection of lung cancer is very much the same. 

X-ray is the best means we have of detecting lesions 

—that is, damaged areas—in the lung. Discovering a 

lesion in the lung does not mean it has to be cancer. 

It may be tuberculosis, silicosis, scar tissue from 

some long past injury, or a number of other things.

The X-ray will not, however, say positively that the 
lesion is, or is not, cancer. Or TB. Finding TB bacillus will 
be the’ ultimate test of TB. Microscopic examination of 
tissue cells is the ultimate test for cancer—that is, a biopsy. 

In some cases, skilled reading of- X-rays can. make us 
virtually certain that the case is (or isn’t) cancer. In other 
cases, a tumor may be present, yet not be malignant. 
The tumor, even though benign, may require removal. 


Thus the exploratory surgery gives opportunity for 
final diagnosis, and removal of the lesion then may 
es Oe ee ee 


would not be reasonable to perform exploratory 
pe on everybody as a means of 
detecting lung cancer. The X-ray first—the 
operation if there is reason to need it. 

I don’t say we won't develop better methods. Others are 


being studied right now, and I am optimistically inclined to 
think we will see some advances.

When Dave Isn’t Busy Earning

NEW YORK, Oct. 26. 

DAVID CUNNINGHAM GAR- 
ROWAY VII, the casual ow! who 
wakes up all the TV fans that 
Jack Paar puts to sleep, is one 
of television’s golden boys. 

During his eight years as the 
nation’s self-appointed alarm 
clock, his ‘“‘Today’’ show (Mon- 
day through Friday, 7-9 a.m.) 
has brought $60,000,000 worth of 
advertising into the coffers of 
the NBC network. That puts him 
fourth among TV’s top 10 sales- 
men of all time—behind Arthur 
Godfrey, Ed Sullivan and Perry 
Como, but ahead of Milton Berle 
and Lucille Ball. 

When he’s not busy making 
money, the 46-year-old former 
St. Louisan and ex-Chicago disc 
jockey is climbing the stairs of 
his five-story town house in New 
York’s fashionable East Sixties. 
Here he lives the good life with 
his wife of three years, the for- 
mer Pamela Duncan, an actress 
and ballerina; Michael, 10, her 
son by a previous marriage, and 
David Cunningham Garroway 
VIII, their 18month-old son. 
(Dave also has a daughter, 
Paris, 14, by his first wife, the 
former Adele Dwyer of St. Louis, 
from whom he was divorced in 
1946.) 

“After careful thought, I real- 
ize I made a mistake naming the 
baby,”’ Dave told us when we 
called on him at his Manhattan 
haven. “That makes the eighth 
Dave in the family in a row. 
That’s why my folks used to 
call me Dick. Maybe I'll call 
him Dick when he gets a little 
older.” 

Dave was interrupted by Mrs, 
Garroway, an attractive woman 
of 30 who stopped off in the liv- 
ing room to announce that she 
was going shopping. Little Dave, 
she explained, was in the capable 
hands of the nurse on one of the 
upper floors. 

The Garroway town house 
is one of those architectural 
gems that dot New York’s up- 
per East Side. An old brown- 
stone, now painted a tasteful 
gray, it is wedged between 
much taller buildings. It’s only 

13 feet wide, but 120 feet deep 

and it even has a small back 

yard—a luxury in Manhattan. 

“We've got six floors here — 
counting the full basement,” 
Garroway explained. “Rudyard 
Kipling’s sister lived here once. 
His brother-in-law owned the 
house and, local legend has it, 
Kipling himself sometimes stayed 
here. The house has four miles 
of stairways, and no elevators. 
But I don’t mind; that’s how I 
keep in shape. (He’s 6 feet 2, 
weighs 210 pounds). It’s what 
you might call vertical living. 


‘This is a house of sixes—six 
bathrooms, six floors, six TV 
sets, six telephones and six re- 
frigerators. And I used to think 
that six was my unlucky num- 
ber. 

“The house was once remod- 
eled by a man who began in- 
stalling some luxurious features, 
then ran out of money. The re- 
sult is some of the strangest 
touches you ever saw in a 
house. 

“For example, one bathroom 
has a wall safe. Now who needs 
a wall safe in a bathroom? An- 
other one has two washstands; 
apparently the man who put 
them in couldn’t decide where to 
put the washstand. We have a 
wine celler and an aquarium 
built into a basement wall. One 
of the bedrooms has a stainless 
steel darkroom. One of the own- 
ers before us was a photography 
fan. But my favorite gimmick 
is the observatory on the roof. 
Astronomy is one of my hobbies. 
I even ground the lenses on one 
of my telescopes. 

“There are some other ridicu- 
lous touches. There's a shower 
on the main floor—right beside 
the dining room door. The drain
